Brighter Spirit of Times is 
Reflected at Opening of First 
After War Session Legislature 


Usual Ceremonies Mark Opening at Three o’Clock Before 


Large Number of Visitors—Speech From Throne} 


Forecasts Improvements in Health and Educational 
Legislation and Extensive Public Works Program 


Improvements in the health and 
educational legislation of the prov- 
ince, and the carrying forward of a 
Sumewhat extensive program of road- 
building and reconstruction, are the 
salient features of the provincial gov- 
ernment’s plan of operation during 
the second session of the fourth leg- 
islative assembly of Alberta, which 
was formally declared open at three 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon by his hon- 
or the lieutenant-governor. 

The usual ceremonies marked the 
opening, the lieutenant-governor  be- 
ing driven to the legislative buildings 
in state, with an escort of Mounted 
Police. It was to be observed that 
the assembly chamber reflecced the 
brighter spirit of the times, this be- 
ing the first session in the last four 
years that enters upon its duties with- 
out an overhanging cloud of war. The

With regard to the material pros- 
perity of the province, it may be stat- 
ed that although the quantity of grain 
harvested in 1918 was disappointing, 
caused through the drouth in the 
southern, and a severe frost in the 
northern, part of the province, 
the increase in mixed farmiug pro- 
ducts was sufficiently large to offset 
any adverse balance compared with 
the year 1917. 

The epidemic of influenzn. -from | 
which the province suffered in the. 
latter part of 1918 has been, I regret 
to say, uncommonly severe, particu- 
lar'y in the more sparsely settled sec- 
tions of the province, Strong measures 
for contending with this disease were 
undertaken by my government, and 
the splendid co-operation of the 
boards of health, as well as all classes 
throughout the province, 
has had the effect of checking the 
epidemic and reducing the toll of life. 


the need of further health and sani- 
tation laws and regulations through- 
out the province. To this end legis- 
lation will be brought before you for 


consideration, which will have the ob- | 


ject of bettering these conditions gen- 
erally, and giving the matter of 
health administration a more prom- 
inent part in the public service of the 
province, 

You will be asked to consider other 
important legislative measures, in- 
cluding the giving of a larger measure 
of assistance to educational work 
through the medium of a liberal in- 
crease in school grants; provision for 
an increased construction 
covering public roads, bridges 
buildings; the extension of toll and 
rural telephone lines throughout the 
province, together with Institutional 
and other works of a public nature. 
The practical cessation of these works 
since the beginning of the war rend- 
ers it necessary that a comprehensive 


program of work be carried on this 
year, and it is also the hope of my 
government that employment will 


j|thus be given to a fair proportion of 
the unemployed. 

As arranged during the last session 
of the legislature, the prime minister, 
together with other members of my 
government, attended an inter-pro- 
vinelal conference at Ottawa to dis- 
cuss the question of the transfer of 
the natural resources of the prairie 
provinces. Although no definite de- 
eision was reached by the Dominion 
authorities, intimation was given by 
the acting prime minister of Canada 
that definite proposals would be made 
in this connection within a short time. 

The public accounts for the last 
fiscal year wil! be laid Wefore you, as 
well as estimates for the amounts re- 
quired for expenditure during the 
coming year, all prepared with due 
regard to economy and the require- 
ments of the public service.

NOT ENOUGH 
WORK FOR MEN | 
FROM THE ARMY 


Unfortunate Aspect of Demobil- 
ization Presents Itself in 
Great Britain 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—-The work 
of demobilization is proceeding in 
the most satisfactory manner, but 
an unfortunate feature of the sit- 
uation is that the men are not 
being absorbed in civil occupa- 
tions to keep up with the rate of 
demobilization, 

The industries of the country 
are unable to provide all of the 
men with jobs. This is almost 
entirely due to the fact that in- 
dustry is suffering for a shortage 
of coal. This shortage is one of 
the most serious questions at 

facing the country. The 
rate of demobilization has enor- 
mously improved since the mid- 
die of January. 

Over a quarter of a million of 
men have been demobilized in 
the week ending January 30, and 
the total to date has exceeded a 
million men,
